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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: At issue, and at the center of applicant's 
arguments, is the recited limitation n d) detecting, in an inversion detection phase, the polarity of the mappings". As noted in the Final 
Office Action, the claimed "polarity" can simply be interpreted as the latch state (or opposite state) for any given simulation and the 
"inversion diction phase" merely determines "opposite output" values. Hence, this limitation appears to merely require that the "inversion 
detection phase" detect that the latch outputs Z and Z" are of "opposite" values. This observation is supported by the passages recited on 
page 10, line 9 of applicant's specification and again in Figure 6. MPEP 2106 recites the following supporting rational for this reasoning: 
"While it is appropriate to use the specification to determine what applicant intends a term 
to mean, a positive limitation from the specification cannot be read into a claim that does 
not impose that limitation. A broad interpretation of a claim by Office personnel will 
reduce the possibility that the claim, when issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is 
justified or intended. An applicant can always amend a claim during prosecution to better 
reflect the intended scope of the claim." 

Applicants have now submitted that the claimed invention is distinguished over Birch because Birch teaches unequal latch state detection 
derived by "false assumption" and mapping based on "if and only if M(l) is true. However, there are no limitations in the language of the 
claims that require such distinctions over the prior art, and applicants have not indicated and where in the specification such "inversion 
diction phase" distinctions can be found. The passages on page 5, lines 1-3 referenced by applicants do not make such distinctions over 
the prior art. In this regard, applicants have presented arguments that are more specific than the present language of the claims require. 
Further, applicant's arguments relating to the motivation to combine the cited prior art references were previoulsy addressed in the Final 
Office Action. 

The examiner also acknowledges that claims 1,18, and 20 are properly rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as anticipated by Burch based on 
the filing date of 1 3 October 1 998. s 
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
